Review of the Staff Judge Advocate 

1. The attached record of trial of the case of Yuzuru Sanematsu 
and Kanenobu Itagaki at Yokohama, Japan, from 15 October 1948 to 5 
November 1948 by a Military Commission appointed by paragraph 3, 
Special Orders No* 226, Headquarters Eighth Army, United States Army, 
dated 6 October 1948. having been referred to the Staff Judge Advocate 
this review thereof is submitted to the Commanding General.

(/ Sanemalsu. was- a member of -the Naval General'Staff and Chief interro- 
gator at Ofuna camp. He was the highest ranking member of the Naval 


General Staff at Ofuna (Fx 103, 104, 109, 110).. At Ofuna he was 
known as "The Little Commander" or '/The Little Captain" 1 : (Ex 11, 15, 
24, 50, 54, 64, 107) ., - ?

cites acute pneumonia as cause of death (Ex 2, p 5). 


I /Emil died as a result of beatings by guards Nishi, 

(Sugata and ot her gua rds at Ofuna (Fx .44, 63, 64). The day before he 
aind^Tie^was made to run up and- down the hall pushing a .mop without a 
handle and was beaten until exhausted. That night he was heard 
screaming and was again beaten in his cell. He was found dead the 

next morning (EjL.MLs _Hiahi^j^s^earg. beating him. Seventy blows 

\ were counted. {He died abo ut 10 March 1945i it is believed, from blood 
poisoning from^"a’'splinter in his foot received while mopping floors 
(Ex 45). Emil (Imel) was in solitary confinement until he died 10 
March 1945. From his conversation in the beginning he was in good 
physical condition. • He complained of his feet becoming infected from 
the constant swabbing. Although he pleaded for treatment he Was never 
taken from his cell and given treatment. Kitamura's (medical orderly) 
visits to Emil were infrequent. About two weeks before he died, Fmil 
was delirious. He moaned in agony and ate nothing (Ex 47). "Emo" 
(Emil) was beaten so severely by guards while swabbing that he became 
paralyzed from the waist down. He was beaten unconscious by guards 
and. then thrown.into his cell. He was beaten in his cell regularly 
for about 3 weeks after this. Kitamura said Fmil "was going to die 
that night" so did nothing-to help Emil (Fx 51)• Accused threatened 
Emil in, January 1945 for inability and refusal to answer questions. 
Emil was beaten one night by three guards in rotation for talking to 
POWO'Kane. Nishi, one night, was seen swinging a club on Emil's 
back. The same treatment occurred on succeeding nights. He was 
thrown into his cell. He collapsed completely on one occasion. 
/Hirose, a guard, told POW O'Kane, he had heard Sanematsu order torture 
/of,Fmil. in the first week of March (1945), Emil was beaten uncon¬ 
scious (Ex ^4). Emil begged guards to kill him rather than endure 
torture of ^low death by. beating. He died of infected feet caused by 
beatings and scrubbing the flOpr (Ex 58). Emil was heard screaming 
several times while being beaten (Fx 59). He was taken from his cell 
on the morning of 9 March 1945 and made to do regular routine work 
although' he had been beaten almost every night for a month. Guards 
again beat him to unconsciousness (Ex 63). In the middle of December 
( 1944 ), he was beaten to unconsciousness by guards and Kitamura. Emi) 
screamed for mercy. He was heard being beaten over a period of six 
weeks. He was compelled, to do kampan soji in bare feet and was beater 
if his pace slackened. At no time did he receive medical help from 
Kitamura nor was he hospitalized (Fx. 64). He was required to work 
without shoes. He died of blood poisoning (F-x 65). Nishi beat Fmil 
almost constantly from Thanksgiving 1944 to about January 1945* He 
entered camp in November 1944 in apparently perfect condition, but died 
of beatings and blood poisoning (Fx-66). He was incapacitated by 
beatings, received no medical treatment for his feet, contracted 
gangrene and died 10 March 1945 (Fx 86). Nishi deprived Emil of a 
bowl of rice which Emil badly needed. Permission to lend Emil an extr 
blanket was refused before the night he died. Nishi was seen beating 
Fmil with a big knotty club while Fmil was prone on a mat screaming. 

He was deprived of his'benjo box. He suffered from frozen feet and a 
spine injury (Fx 109.). . Emil was very concerned about his inability 
to satisfy interrogation offiders (Fx 110). Emil was beaten in his 
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cell every two or three days during December (1944 
The guards enjoyed hearing him scream (Ex 111).

Japanese Navy Captain in charge of Cfuna refused per¬ 
mission for some POW to help Bunt eat-. The refusal directly resulted 
in Hunt's death about 15 March 1945 (Ex 40). i 'Bunt arrived at Ofuna 
'4n^ann3xy_12.45.. Bis left arm had a compound fracture and his right 
arm appeared useless._ He was burned and his bandages were blood 
soaked. The next day he was made to xvalk to Kitamura’s (medical or- 

• derly) office, about 200 yards away. He staggered. He was poorly 
bandaged and blood ran out of his‘leg bandages. Be was able to walk 
back to his cell. A few days later, he was brought on a stretcher to 
the dispensary. He was rolled off the stretcher on to a bench on his 
unset broken arm. -Hunt said it had not been set. After Bunt was re¬ 
turned to his cell, Kitamura went in and put .the same bandages back” 
on. Hunt said Kitamura jerked the fractured arm. Hunt asked not to ‘ 
be taken back to Kitamura because Kitamura had worked him over. Hunt 
stayed in his cell a week before Kitamura had him again brought to the 
dispensary. During this time. Hunt was unable to feed himself and 
Kitamura refused to allow POW's help Hunt eat. The guards:did not 
help him eat.. Thev would return food he had not eaten. Hunt said 
Kitamura had hurt him badly. No bandages had been changed. A 
Japanese doctor from Yokosuka Naval Station examined'Hunt once. About 
a week after Hunt's last trip to the dispensary he died. He was at 

Ofuna about one mon th before he dled^ _Kitamura-apjea^ saw Hunt 

only-three times, j Th e stench in Hu ntJ-S__ue.l 1 was terri blell Commander 
O'Kane requested permrissTon of Sanematsu to have POW's care for Hunt. 
This was not granted. Hunt received no medical attention and had to ! 
lay in his own excreta because he was unable to go to the head. It 

is believed that with a little care, Hunt would have lived. If Sane¬ 
matsu had permitted POW's to care for and feed him, he could have 
kept up his strength (Ex 5U. Hunt's arm was in a splint. Kitamura' s 
treatment consisted of taking off the splint so the arm would- bend at 
the break, causing terrible pain, and sending Hunt back to his cell. 
With reasonable care, he could probably have survived. He Could not 
feed himself and Kitamura forbade guards to let POW's feed him. 
Sanematsu refused Q'Kane's reauest that POW's be allowed to feed Hunt, 
Kitamura and Sanematsu were both, responsible for Hunt's death. Sane¬ 
matsu was fully informed of the absolute necessity for food if Hunt 
was to be saved:; Hunt starved and died in about three weeks (Ex 54). 
P0 lfT 's could not treat Hunt for lack of medical supplies. It was said 

a all Kitamura did was to pull the scab off Hunt's burns,._They, became 

I infected and gangrene set in. /Fe~d ied in March 1945 (Ex 59) . Hunt 
was required to walk five or six times from his bed to the dispensary, 
at least 50'yards. His burns and wounds were such that blood dripped 
from them at that time. He received no treatment and was permitted to 
be unattended for at 1-east 30 days when he died (Ex 60). Kitamura 
removed the splint from Hunt's arm but didn't change bandages op his 
legs. A POW was prevented by a guard ! from•helping Hunt eat. Hunt was 
losing his mind. A POW was allowed to help feed him on an occasion 
later.- Hunt vomited. This went on for three weeks until Hunt died. 

Hunt ..could, have lived with a little help (Ex 63 ). I E/hen Hunt arrived ,'i 

he could walk feeb ly and had a rational mind. He was not examined 

• until”" the next day "i5y Kitamura. "After tha t treatment, Hunt, was far 
worse. P T e was racked with pain the night after and was delirious. 

The guards hearing him went into his.room and pounded the floor with 
bats, laughing. Permission to feed'him was refused as was permission 
to read the Bible.. Hunt starved to-death. Kitamura had adequate 
medical supplies to have saved Hunt (Ex 64). . . 

----^Extract from testimony of Kitamura in Case #253, U.S. vs 

iKitamura discloses that on arrival at - Ofuna, Hunt was badly burned, 
there was compound fracture of the left humerus and simple fracture' 
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of the forearm. He seemed tired, exhausted-and seated; The facial 
burns seemed to improve but body burns and the fracture became worse 
and- he gradually became, weak. Kitamura requested permission to have " 
a guard help Hunt eat, also to put Hunt on Red Cross rations (Ex 102). 
Prior to Hunt's arrival, he weighed about 180-185 pounds. The day 
before arrival, Hunt walked about 10 miles and 3 miles from Ofuna to 
the camp. Up to 10 ..or 12 February, Hunt could go to the toilet under 
his own power. After that, he was not seen to go to the toilet. Hunt 
did not eat ab-dut a week or 10 days before he died. Two days before k 
he died,-Hunt was out of his mind. It is believed that with normal 
medical attention, Hunt was-in no serious danger of death. Hunt was 
apparently brought into' camp in a wheelbarrow or litter (Ex 108). 
Sanematsu was charged with responsibility by POW O'Gara for Hunt's 
death from criminal neglect because Sanematsu was- the highest ranking 
officer at Ofuna. There was dual responsibility of Sanematsu and " 
Kitamura (Ex 110).

As to Specification 2 ; (Cause, order and permit Japanese 
personnel to mistreat,. abuse and torture. POW s). . Sanematsu was aware 
of ill-treatment of POW's, condoned it and although on occasions 
promised to correct conditions or stop ill-treatment, he made no 

to do so ,(Fx.11, 12, 13, 15, 22, 24, 25, 26, 32, 33, 37, 46, 

51, 52, 54, 63, 64). He ordered or instigated punishment, ill- 
treatment and beatings and was. responsible therefor (Ex 11, 15, 19, 

26, 30, 32, 35, .38, 40, 41, 42, 51', 53, 61, 64, 99, 100, 102, 112,. 
113). Beatings occurred all the time he was. at Ofuna (Ex 22). Beat¬ 
ings followed interrogation by Sanematsu (Ex 11, 15, 19, 23, 24, 30, 
33, 51, 54, 61, 64, 100, 107). Also after interrogation by others 
(Ex 5, 11, 13, 28). Sanematsu exercised authority at Ofuna; he gave 
orders which were observed (Ex 11, 19,. 21, 24, 26, 32, 41, 42, 52, 

53, 82, 64, 109, 114). He had power, and authority to establish policy 
regarding handling of POW's (Ex 103).. He had the final word as to 
when POW's were to be transferred (Ex 103). . His permission was re¬ 
quired for issuance of Red Cross items (Ex 54, 113). He was the chief 
interrogation officer at Ofuna (Fx 103, 104, 117). The Naval General 
Staff (Gunreibu) had command authority at.Ofuna and all orders came 
from it (Ex 113). Under regulations Navai General Staff’members had 
no authority to give orders to unit commanders but.at Ofuna, it was 
the practice to tell camp personnel what to do regarding POW's. The 
guard commander could not tell Gunreibu members otherwise beeause he 
was of lower rank (F.x 114). The Naval General Staff , had to get per¬ 
mission from Yokosuka Naval Station for-what they wanted to do at 
Ofuna (Ex 115). POW requests* and complaints-were made to interroga¬ 
tion officers (Fx 51, 54, 110). Accused was highest' ranking member 
of the Gunreibu at Ofuna (Ex 109, 110). The guards beat and maltreate 
POW's as they pleased (Ex *‘,.12, 22, 50, 108). Sanematsu, Yokura and 
Sasaki referred ,to as the Gunreibu, ordered restriction in camp (Ex 
24, 101, 113,114). Most orders in camp were given by them (Ex 113). 


POW's were often beaten to exhaustion or unconsciousness 
for inability to perform rigorous exercises, refusal or inability to 
answer questions, violations or alleged violations of camp regulations 
failure to -observe obeisance to camp personnel, for being "bad", on

wood sticks, an indoor baseball bat, a regular baseball bat,.pick. 


handles, wooden swords, bamboo clubs, poles,'a small fence post, a 


grubbing hoe, a bayonet as a club, a large wooden ladle, rifle butts, 
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a crutch <Ex 3* 12 , 13, 20, 22 , 31 , 37,|te, 50 , 63 , 70, 76 , 

106)* POW's were forced to assume painful postures, do knee bends, 
stoop falls, squat while scrubbing floors, stand at attention for 'long 
periods of-time,..do the "Ofuna. crouch", run ra"ces, all when POW’s 
were physically unfit or sometimes ill, and during these times, were 
beaten and-otherwise mistreated H'Ex 7, 11 14, 19, 20 , 22 , 24, 30.

Kichisaburo Nomura testified he had previously been'Ambassa¬ 
dor to the U.'>S. from 1940 until war began: and .that Sanematsu was. 

They were together in 
the Internment Camp and returned to Japan together in August 1942 
(R 70),. He had. opportunity to observe.Sanematsu's 1 character from, what 
others said and from conversations with him. Sanematsu was one of 
those who had liberal leanings. He was a' man of culture and had been 
educated in the Naval Academy and Naval College. He knew International 
Law and had the character of a gentleman* He had friendly feelings 
toward the United States, Nomura is puzzled that Sanematsu is on 
trial as an accused. Nomura'does not believe Sanematsu could mis--' 
treat -POW’s although as a staff officer in the Naval General Staff, 
he had occasion to approach POW’s. Talk that Sanematsu - was .responsi¬ 
ble for mistreatment of POW’s puzzles Nomura. Sanematsu in his posi¬ 
tion; was’ in charge, of American matters and in course of duty, he had 
occasion to come'in contact with POW’s but^Nomura cannot believe 
Sanematsu committed violence. He was not the type to do such a thing. 
He was not in a position of responsibility and his 'only duty was to 
assemble information (R 71).

-the witness (Kaoru. Takauchi)., the members of his section or any of 
^he'Naval General Staff, had;-the ’ right to give orders to anyone at 
Ofuna. The Ofuna chain of command was: Commanding Officer, Yokosuka 
! Naval Station-, Commanding Officer, Yokosuka Naval Guard Squadron, and 
Commander of Ofuna. A pamphlet of ; instructions on interrogation o.f 
POWs at Ofuna was drafted. . Special emphasis'was given respect for 
international law, no -mistreatment of POWs and interrogation was to 
be in a free, conversational manner. Sanematsu checked the pamphlet. 
The.Gunreibu and other agencies sent interrogators to Ofuna. Infor¬ 
mation from Ofuna POWs had the least value of all sources. The "A" 
staff officer had charge of general intelligence on American Navy and 
mainland of the U.S. as to political, economic, religious and other 
matters. A. strict policy of good treatment of POWs during interro¬ 
gation was followed. It was. good practice to treat a POW well. The 
witness or bis men could only give friendly advice on administration 
of Ofuna. The Naval General Staff could not do anything and every¬ 
thing they wished at Ofuna. There was no obligation on Ofuna per¬ 
sonnel to accept advice.given (Fx D-9). The Navy handled POWs on . 
the basis of International Law. Instruction in International Law 
was given. ! The Navy Minister made rules for administration of POWs. 
There were no reports to Chief of Section 1, Naval Affairs Bureau of 
mistreatment of POW's- at Ofuna or that they received inadequate medi¬ 
cal attention.

Excerpt of-testimony of Shigetaro Shimada, former -"Navy 
Minister, discloses part of his duties was to issue regulations for 
handling POWs taken by the Navy. Regulations were to be carried out 
by commanders in chief of various areas where POW-’s were located. 
Regulations'were in accord with international thought. He first 
learned of ill-treatment of POW f s by Japanese personnel at his trial. 
He lacked command ability to control but assumed responsibility be¬ 
cause of his position. He never personally received protests as to 
POW ill-treatment (Ex D-,l8). 


Extract of testimony of Shahizq Yokura discloses orders 
that a certain group of POW's were 'to be.blindfolded and placed in 
solitary confinement on arrival at Ofuna. ...This was done. In December 
1944, request was made by a' Lieutenant Davidson'for removal of blind¬ 
folds and- solitary confinement.. The same request was made to Sane- 
matsu who passed the request on to Naval Affairs Bureau. At first, 
nothing was done but later Yokura was told by Sanematsu that Itagaki 
had verbally advised Sanematsu to tell. C.. C. .Iida (Ofuna.) that the ' 
Navy had decided to discontinue the practices mentioned. Subsequent¬ 
ly-,' this wasUrine, These POWs were being,held for punishment by 
FormOsan Army. . The PO^'s Were allowed to remain at Ofuna;. Yokura 
says they did riot want to return them to Formosa stating "but we as 
human beings did not want to do that". He did all he could about 
complaints from POW’s. He cautioned Iida, Ofuna Camp Commander,‘not 
I to beat- POWs. He obtained food for them. He had no authority to ac 
\ on POW complaints but as a human being, did his best but oxving to 
^conditions, could not do much. He told Iida of complaints (Ex D-19). 


Hunt - Extract of Statement of Yamamoto Nihei discloses that 
he went to Hunt's room many times to help feed Hunt. Hunt ate no 
staple food but only drank milk. Milk was made from Red Cross powder 
with water. ■ No one ordered Nihei to do this. He saw Kitamura (medi¬ 
cal orderly;) in Hunt's, room once. Kitamura was applying medicine and 
changing bandages (Ex D-2Q), Hunt had third degree burns on lower 
extremities and a complicated fracture of the left humerus. At first 
he wa's ill' nourished on entering camp 29 January, He looked pale, 
showed fear and agony, spoke inarticulately., had a dull appetite and 
was nervous and weak. There-was-no vacancy in the Naval Hospital. 

He-was'progressing favorably , burns were, gradually drying but from th< 
middle:of February* he turned worse and died on 2? February (1945) 

(Ex D-23). A member of the Yokosuka Naval Guard Medical Unit, 
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Takamoto, Tsutomu; .examined Hunt. He. f ound Kitamura had set the arm 
and put salve on the .burns. Patient did not seem to be' in pain. 
Nothing was said about hospitalization. , He thought Hunt would last 
about two or three days. . He asked no hospitalization for Hunt, but, 
merely reported his’ condition.;,' Examination, was around 29 January 
- 1945. .Hunt might, have been saved if he had' been hospitalized and had 
received proper treatment. He had' no authority to have Hunt removed 
to a hospital. Only Akita could do this. He reported Hunt's condi¬ 
tion as critical. No one discussed- the case with him. All orders 
required Akita's signature. Kitamura had much more equipment and 
medicine- than some other' units,. (Ex D-24)... Excerpt of testimony of 
Takeo Natsumoto discloses' he paw,Hunt being fed by other POWs. He 
believes some one told’ them io "feed 'Hunt (Ex D-26). On arrival at 
Ofuna, half of Hunt's body was covered with burns and could hardly 
move his body. After two or three days, Hunt could ndt eat with chop 
sticks and Obara, a guard, got, a spoon for him. Obara got permission 
J for Hunt to take sun baths. Obara cleaned Hunt's room (Ex D-27).

Kyy tion concerning Hunt (see als.o Ex D-24). He verified Hunt had third; 

^ degree burns. He saw the fractured arm had been immobolized. He

treating Hunt's burns. He. recommended'camphor and glucose injection.. 
He spent about 20 to 30 minutes examining. Hunt. There was nothing, 
more he could-do for Hunt at that time. ‘ He reported to Lieutenant 
Takahashi that Hunt had third degree burns, and compound .fracture of 
the left arm. Takahashi told him to report to; the Chief Surgeon which 
he did but received no instructions. Hunt should have been hospi¬ 
talized, Akita .later said an attempt was, made/immediately to hospi¬ 
talize Hunt but Akita was unable to do so. He does not believe Hunt 
could have been saved even if hospitalized. ' Penicillin and sulfa-- 
I diazine would naVe been very effective, but neither medicine was 
I available.then (Ex D-30).

./ I in January 1945,. had extensive' burns, compound fracture of his left 
humerus and simple fracture of forearm. His neck', shoulders, back 
and legs were burned.

;/ oil and vaseline to burns after, cleaning with boric acid and peroxide; 

and bandaged Hunt. He applied a splint to the fracture apd put the 
arm in a sling. A wooden splint replaced the metal one. "Hunt could

Hunt could not eat with chop sticks'so 
Kitamura got him a spoon. Kitamura asked for .rice gruel.for Hunt and 
told the camp Commandant he would like to have .a guard help Hunt eat. 
He gave Hunt some digestive tablets and a shot of. vitamin B. He also 
suggested Red Cross rations for Hunt. Red' Cross supplies and milk 
were given Hunt. Kitamura went to Hunt's room four times a day. He - 
asked Hunt if he wanted warm or plain water. He .told Hunt not fo 
worry because be would recover.

. _ Extract of testimony of:Kitamura discloses additional data 
on Emil. (See also D Ex 21). Emii came to Ofuna in October 1944. He 
had infections from, scratching flea and mosquito bites on his lower ' ‘ 
' legs, he -treated theseEmil had frost-bitten toes which Kitamura 
treated with rivanol and cod liver oil. Emil-was more susceptible to 
colds than other POW's. He caught cold 4, 5 or 6 times in camp. 
Kitamura swabbed Emil's throat and gave him boric acid for gargling. 
Emil did not, so far as Kitamura knew, mop floors when ill with cold 
or frostbite.. Kitamura wrote .-"Res.t'V in chalk, on Pmil's door. Kita¬ 
mura knew nothing of Fmil's.interrogation by Sanematsu. Kitamura 
first, treated Emil about a week for his legs and 10 days "to 2 Weeks 
for frostbite and colds, in all about five times.

■. Kitamura visited-.Emil’*s cell but since Kitamura disliked 

^mil, any medical treatment- given was probably comparatively ne gliglv 
ble. Prevalent opinion among POW's was that Emil had contracted blood 
poisoning from.wounds in his feet or the sore on his buttocks and that 
it had become infected-and this caused his going off so. fast. • Sane¬ 
matsu was present when Red Gross parcels were given out' 1 shortly before 
Thanksgiving (Ex D-?4). r ‘ 

There was no medical officer..at Ofuna. A medical NCO handled 
medical affairs. Kitamura was medical orderly. He made written re¬ 
port on condition of POW's once or twice a month. He was devoted to 
his duty and it is, believed he carried out all instructions.. If 
worried about a patient, he would -telephone for instructions and ask 
for a doctor. He'would send messengers with reports or bring them him 
self. Doctors Were sent to Ofuna on occasion.* There were too many 
patients and too few doctors and because of lack of medical attention 
and supplies.and hospitalization, patients,died.. Kitamura was solici¬ 
tous about well being of POW's., He had no authority to hospitalize 
the sick. He was.under jurisdiction of the ,Chief Surgeon at Yokosuka, 
Captain Akita. 'Iida, camp commander, was under- jurisdiction of the 
Chief of the Guards (Fx D-22). ‘ ' : 
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Report on Conditions of Medical Treatraernt at Ofuna Provi¬ 
sional POW Camp. POWs increased in number but medical officers and 
inspections were decreased. Kitamura improved facilities at Ofuna 
(Ex D-23). 

There was a general shortage of medicine, medical supplies 
and, food. There were insufficient doctors. Many deaths could have 
been prevented had there not been these shortages. This was during 
January, February and March, 1945. Chief Surgeon's approval was 
necessary to hospitalize a patient (Ex D-25). Kitamura was seen 
treating POW's (Fx D-26). 

( Excerpts from Regulation Concerning the Handling of Medical 

Affairs by Naval Medical Officers (Ex D-28). 

The hospital at Yokosuka Naval Station was very crowded. 

Beds were laid next to each other. Capacity was 700 patients but in 
December 1944, there were 1400 beds. From November 1§44 to March 1945, 
there were many deaths j from malnutrition and pneumonia due to lack of’ 
food, medicine and scarcity of doctors. There was no penicillin and' 
very little sulfapyridine and no sulfadiazine (Fx D-29). 

Kitamura never reduced food as punishment. He had no author* 
rity to hospitalize a patient. He requested hospitalization and 
final decision was up to Chief Medical Officer Akita (Ex D-31). 

Hirose never received orders from the Naval General Staff 
personnel to mistreat POW's. He never heard of Ofuna guards receiving 
orders or instructions from Naval General Staff personnel (Ex D-33). 

Latrines accommodated about 20 P0’"’*s each. Latrines were - 
kept clean and were available at all hours (Fx D-34-A). Living 
quarters and camp cleanliness at Ofuna were ideal under the circum¬ 
stances. Food was adequate although POW's were hungry at all times 
(ExD-3-B). Food was inadequate to sustain weight and strength, but 
rations, POW's were told and had reason to believe, were better than 
Japanese civilians received. Individual rooms were adequate and 
fairly sanitary by Japanese standards (Ex D-34-C). One POW became 
slightly stronger and gained back some weight when ration at Ofuna 
was increased from one bowl of rice per day to three bowls of rice 
and three bowls of broth (Ex D-34-D). 

r On several occasions, Sanematsu brought cigarettes to POW's 

at Ofuna. He also on several occasions had a doctor come to camp to 
treat POW's because Yokosuka Guard Squadron did not send any. These 
were not his duties. He did them because of a sympathetic nature and 
wanted to comfort the POW's (Ex D-35)• On 7 or o occasions, Sanematsi 
requested a doctor to visit POW's at Ofuna. This was not his duty bu -1 
he did it out of kindness. The doctor who came at Sanematsu's requejf 
was not assigned to the camp. Sanematsu asked him to bring about 100 
English books for POW's to relieve the monotonous life of POW's 
(ExD-36). Sanematsu obtained fuel for a truck on two or three oc-- 
casions to bring food to camp. This was not a part of his duties but 
he felt it was pitiful that POW's lacked food. Sanematsu also got 
permission to give cigarettes to POW's (Ex D-37). Sanematsu never 
ordered Kojlro to beat POW's or cut or withhold POW's meals, or mis¬ 
treat or abuse POW's. He never heard of Sanematsu giving orders to 
other camp personnel to beat POW's, withhold meals or otherwise mis¬ 
treat or abuse P0W» s (Ex D-38).

He has five, children in school -and his wife is supporting them on 
slender earnings. (Appeal for- leniency by former Admiral Nobutake 
Hondo to SCAP.,. Commander., of the 8th Army and Presiding Judge, ExP-42) 

Sanematsu requested Navy Captain Inouye* Otohiko, to furnish 
more blankets for POW's at Ofuna in'the winter of 1943, although a 
fixed number had been issued.. They Were gotten. He also requested 
mosquito nets in the 'summer of 1944 -(Ex D'-43).‘ .

^ («*' ditions at Ofuna even though his visits there were occasional. Long 
(\'■y delays in readying P0" r, s for transfer were at least indicative of 
' questionable propriety of detention. The probabilities favor some 
actual knowledge by him of P0 ir ’ ill-treatment at Ofuna. His later 
statement that he would assume responsibility for Ofuna (Pros. Ex 103) 
and his plea of guilty confirm this. Evidence received tending to 
mitigate Itagaki's guilt, was' principally based on his subordinate, 
position and lack p.f authority. There is evidence that he did, on 
occasion, attend to POW requirements (Pros Ex 97). He apparently 
relied solely on Sanematsu-for notice as to readiness of P0 w, s for 
transfer (Pros Ex 98). There is no evidence of overt acts on his 
part. That the Commission considered matters in mitigation is indi¬ 
cated by the comparatively light sentence. The prosecution recom¬ 
mended a relatively light sentence (R 100). 

Since neither accused took the. stand, it is conjectural 
whether evidence in further mitigation would or could have been 
presented.

No ruling of the commission is deemed to have adversely af¬ 
fected the substantial rights, of the accused. The record is suffi¬ 
cient to support the finding's and sentences. The findings and

5. Recommendations s 

There, is no* recommendation for .clemency, by the Commission. 

A petition for clemency was submitted by. .former. Admiral Nobutaka 
-Kbndo on behalf of itagaki* (De£ Ex 42). . . ... •

It is 
further recommended that in view of the periods of confinement prior 
to sentence, Sanematsu about 26 months and Itagaki about 20£ months, 
that 23 months of Sanematsu's sentence and 17i months of Itagaki's 
sentence, be remitted.
